The Government 
of China, it is said, would like to again have 
Weibaiwei as the base for her Northern 
squadron.

Plague is on the inorease at Tongshan, where 
the Chinese Engineering and Mining Cos. mines 
are situated. Between 40 and 500 deaths have 
been recorded. The sanitary measures taken 
for the prevention of plagueare greatly resented 
by the people, and it is fesred that the efforts 
they make to evade the sanitary offisiale will 
result in the plague spreading in the province. 


The accounts of the St. Andrew's Society at 
Shanghai, after allowing for all calls made 
upon the charitable fund, show a credit balance 
of $1,991,69 as against $1,289 last year.

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“COMPULSORY MILITARY 
TRAINING IN AUSTRALIA.

(Datly Press, October 2ad.) 

It is not mere politeness or affection that 
dictated the statement, which has becom: a 
truism, that Great Britain could learn much 
from her Oolonies. The freedom from 
tradition, from precedent, which the 
inhabitants of these young countries prow- 
ing up under he piotesicn of the Union 
Faok enjoy naturally lead to originality 
“of thought and action and make for greater 

rogress than in a land where the dead 
Fand of the pastis felt. For weal or woe 
the mother country Mas followed the example 
off its off-spring by inaugurating a system 
of Old Age Pensione. Female suffrage and 
temperance legislation are other mattera in 
which it is thought the parent should be led 
by the child, but a disinclination to follow 
is shown by the progenitor which elicits 
praise or condemnation according to the 
view of the individual. Now, while Britain 
is struggling with the solution of the vexed 
question of army reform and is endeavour- 
ing to avert the conscription or compulsory 
system which is regarded as inevitable, 
Australia claims attention by a proposal to 
make military training universal and 
compulsory in the Commonwealth, 

The cable which we published from our 

London correspondent yesterday announced 
that a Government Compuls ry Military 
Training Bill had been iutroduced into the 
Commonwealth Parliament. Of course, it 
does not follow that the Bill will become law, 
but the introduction of the measure indicates 
that those entrusted with the government 
of that country realise the responsibilities of 
the oficea they bold. It is part of the 
general scheme of defence to which the 
Government have practically committed 
themselves. A few days ago we referred to 
the naval policy which bad been ratified by 
the British Admiralty. It provided for the 
establishment by the Australian Common- 
wealth of a flotilla of submarines and 
torpedo-boat-destroyers with harbour forti- 
fications. This would constitute the secon! 
line of defence, the first being the command 
of the high eeas by the British Navy. The 
third, and by far the larger portion, refers 
to the military defence. As Australia is 
no longer considered outside the area 
of the world’s conflicts, it is obvious 
that she must be prepared for all possible 
contingencies, Her vast coast line und 
large extent of unoccupied territory make 
t comparatively easy for an invader to 
obtain a footing on the island continent, 
and once a landing has been effected, the 
dangera which threaten her independent 
existence will be considerably increased. 
An army is therefore a necessity, and as the 
voluntary system has not produced the 
force which experts consider adequate for 
real defence, itis now proposed to introduce 
the compulsory system. 

Europe presents the spectacle of a con- 
tinentinarms. In practicilly every country 
either conscription or some compulsory form 
of military service is in operation, ond as 
ave were ourselves reminded Jast week by the 
Govmenok, all the nations of the world are 

roaning under the burden of armaments, 
Having before us a copy of the speech 
delivered at the end of last year by the 
Hononrable Atrrep Deacin, Premier of 
Australia, in outlining tue defence policy 
of the Government, we note that conscrip- 
tion is not aimed at in the present 
instance. It is rather a citizen army 
founded ov the Swies model and in all 
respects democratic. Where defence is 
the sole consideration—and no other could 
be suggested in the case of Australia—no 
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better model could have been chosen, and, 
speaking without a knowledge of the de- 
tails, there seems to be no reason why the 
effective force which the promoters of the 
policy have in view should not be raised in 
the manner contemplated. There will a' ways 
be those who decry any form or expression 
of militarism, those who preach the go:pel 
of non-resistance, but their policy, or 
rather their philosophy das not 
commend itself to the majority of people 
who prefer to deal with practical matters 
in a practical way. Almost everyb dy 
realises nowadays that the best guarantee 
of peace is preparedness for war. Unpre- 
paredness is a mpition toothera, aid is 
therefore to be deplored from more than 
one slandpoint. In Britain itself, where 
the question of army reform has been very 
acute since the termination ofthe Boer war, 
conscription has been suggested, but though 
the idea is repellant to the nation at 
larze, there are fortunately those who 
tisk unpopularity by emphasising the weak- 
nesa of our defence und declare that some 
form of universal service is necessary. 
While the continental nations continue their 
vast etanding armies, Britain can never be 
absolved from the responsibility of main- 
taining a strong defensive force. Lard 
RosERts is preaching the gospel of teaching 
every male to handle a rifle, and others 
yo further and advocate a citizen army on 
the lines of Switzerland. Whatever scheme 
is ultimately adopted there seems tu bea 
growing opinion that every man should 
make himself able to take an intelligent 
and effective part in the defence of his 
country. That being 80, the proposal of 
the Australian Parliament possesses more 
Viren: local interest. Tv is an experiment 
which Great Britain and every part of her 
vast empire will watch with something akin 
to enthusiasm. 

The Commonwealth Guvernment proposes 
a system of universal training in order to 
form a National Guard of Defence, in 
which every youpg man in Australia shall 
be required to serve during his nineteenth, 
twentieth and twenty-first years. Local camps 
will be formed*where the young men will 


underg) training for sixteen days every 
year, and it is hoped that by this 
means there will be ia the Commonweath 
a body of meu sufficiently officered and 
capable of performing the services which 
Australia will require from ber defenders, 
Military training will begia in early years, 
The existing system of junior and senior 
cadet corps iu connection with schools 
will be extended, sv that the material which 
passes into the National Guard will repre- 
sent a considerable advance on the ordinary 
recruits. The bulk of the Guard will 
consist of infautry, but the artillery arm 
will not be neglected. One feature of this 

rogramme which is not, for obvious reasons, 
ound in the Swiss scheme is that the young 
men will have the choice up to a certain 
point of saying whether they will enter the 
naval or the military force. When the 
navy has absorbed. the smaller number of 
mea which it requires, it follows that the 
remainder have no option but to enter the 
land defence, It is anticipated that io 
eight years there will be over 200,000 men 
available, and with the cadet system afford- 
ing a useful subsidiary force the defensive 
organisation of the Commonwealth ought to 
be of very satisfactory dimensiona aud 
equipment. 

We have not dealt with the financi 1 
aspect of the question, as the business 
acumen possessed by Australians will ensure 
careful inquiry to ascertain that they do uot 
pay too much for the insurance thus 
obtained. We are more concerned with the 
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scheme|itself, as it is not imptobable that 
should] it be carried iato existence 
an! fopad practicable, it may influence 
peo; le }at home and lead to a changed 
opinion in favour of a universal system 
of milftary training which, while adequate 
for purposes of protection, does not 
contaig, the objections urged agalast con- 
criptiog. Theo we may echo the hope 
expresded by the Commonwealth Premier 
that “Jinter-st in our system of military 
training and the ambition for proficiency 
in its @sveral branches will to some extent 
take the place of those sporta on which our 
young] people look and speculate every 


Saturdhy without otherwise participating 
in them.” 


JAPAN AND CHINA.

Tho gheful politicians in Japan are 
evidently becoming much concerned about 
the ug-atisfactory state of the country’s 
relationa with China. A few years ago the 
idea was overywhers uccepted that Japan 
wuuld {become the mentor of China and lend 
tbe grat Celestial Ewpire awiftly along the 
paths jof progress and reform, But this 
faith was base! on mistaken premises. The 
affinity between the two races was assumed 
to be] much cluser than it really is. That 
Japanistan-is in no better relation to China 
thao Ho the leading Powers of Europe and 
the United States of America is patent now 
to thd whole world. According toa recent 
article by the Kditor of the Kokumin, one of 
the most distinguished political writers ia 
Japay, Marquis Katsura, the Premier, re 
cognibes that as a matter of fact Japan does 
now Sand so well with China as do the 
Unitdd States and Great Britain and other 
Powefs. Inleed, the New York Herald's 
advodugy of a Sino-American Alliance— 
absund and impracticabie as the project is 
—bag abundantly served to show that not 
only jamong the mass of the people but 
among the ruling classes the feeling of 
hostifity to Japan is very strong. Mr. 
Toruromi, the Editor of the Kokumin, 
explains the unsatisfactory relations of the 
two qouotries by the statement that Japan’s 
policy towards China after the war with 
Russ was ‘‘ too arrogant.’ “ We thought 
we cduld move alone and could force China,” 
he says. ‘‘ Well, we have found that policy 
will qot work, ~ The net result of it seems to 
be the creation of a bad feeling towards 
Japa in the mind of the ruling classes of 
Cringe.” Mr Toxurtomr in this article men- 
uioug tbat the Premier has talked freely but 
con fidentially with him on the subject, and 
no body, he adds, hasa better uncerstanding 
of thp Aeuation than has Marquis Katsura. 
“TIngteud of his goverumeut occupying a 
mre heed and forceful position to- 
ward) (uiva, ag some of the Cninese seem to 
think will be the case," says Mr. Toxuromt, 
‘hej will bend every effort to regain the 
ground that has been lost, to win back 
Ching’s friendship.” Japan’s attitude to- 
wards Uhioa is frankly recognised ag having 
been| a mistaken one, and now apparently 
a nqw| policy is tatu beinaugurated. The 
question was discussed among other things 
by the State Council abouta week ago, and 


whes Mr.Isurn, the new Minister to Peking, 
takep up his duties he will probably initiate 
the sew policy. Japan is obviously anxious 


to ure @ speedy settlement of all out- 


stand disputes, aod siacerely wishful ‘o 
avoifl |further estra:g-ment. Japan, it is 
declared, has no desire to pursue a sinister 
poli¢y|in China ; on the contrary “ it will be 
the Bim aad purpose of Marquis Karsuma 
and his Ministry to act-in full and complete 


accdrd with the other Powers,” This, we 
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take it, does not necessarily imply that there 
bas in the past been any waot of accord, 
with the other Powers, but is intended 
simply to avoid the suspicion that the 
change of policy involves any separation 
from the Powers. Jap.n cannot, of course, 
expecl any sulden removal of the existing 
prejudice against her in China, but she can 
confidently count, we think on regaining in 
time much of the the influence she bas lust.

THE AMERICAN PACIFIC 
TRADE, 


ee Le 
(Daily P»ess, 6th October.) 

It is not straining language to say that 
the shipping world, especially on both sides 
of the Pacific, is anticipating the beginning 
of November with very keen interest. “hat 
is the date from which the American trans. 
continental railroad lines, if present inten- 
tions are fulfilled) on the part of the 
American shipping companies, will cease to 
secure import cr export l-usiness by way of 
the Puacifle. As the eventful day draws 
nearer, with no fresh developments reported 
in the extraordinary situation which has 
arisen, speculation as to the ultimate 
settlement has become greater. When 
the Interstate Commerce Cummission 
came to the conclusion that rates 
between interior points in the country and 
non-contiguous foreign countries must be 
published, like domestic rates, the ship- 
ping companies recognised that the decision 
compelled them to abandon the ocean trade. 
The new rates from Chicago (vu San Francisco 
are stated to be higher than the rates from 
Chicago to the Orient via Suez while on 
inward freight from the Orient the railroads 
will charge more than the whole present 
through rate from the Orient to Chicago 
and the East. There is practically no local 
business between San Francisco and the 
Orient, and the passenger business, accord- 
ing to the General Manager of the Pacific 
Mail steamship companies, does not pay 
the coal bills. The effect therefore 
ig disastrous ty the shipping business. 
Apparently no great blame is levelled 
at the Commission which is believed to 
have interpreted the law correctly. The 
fault is ‘charged to hasty legislation. And 
now we read that in consequence of this 
ruling America will no loneer participate in 
the carrying trade of the Pacific. Iv other 
words the American shipping companies 
threaten to withdraw their ships and the 
Stare and Stripes will disappear from the 


Pacific Ocean. It hardly seems thinkable 
that this will really happen, When the 
United States is sending her battleship 
equadron on the longest cruise ever under- 
taken by such large vessels, and is demon- 
strating her power in the Orient, it does not 
seem likely that the excelleat impression 
created will be thus rendered nugatory. The 
development of the American mercantile 
fleet has been watched with interest by a 
patriotic people, who are hardly likely to 
view with unconcern the disappearence of 
this Fleet from the Pacific on account of the 


unoecessary restrictions and burdens about ; 


to be imposed. Yet those interested 
declare that the new ruliog will drive 


| 


American steamers off the Pacific, and if 
nothing is done to alter the situation such a 
course is not improbable. So long as 
American law requires the officers and tbe 
major part of tue crews of ships t) be 
American cilizens, deep sea commerce in 
American bottoms cannot make greit 
headway against the more cheaply con- 
structed and more cheaply manned 
Japanese vessels. Two alternatives are 
suggested. Either American ships should 
be. sailed with Asiatic crews, or—and 
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this appears to be the crux of the 
whole matter—subsidies should be granted 
to enable them to compete with forei.n 
vessels. Most of the American ship; on the 
Pacific have been contrulled or operated by 
railway companies, and the loss on the ships 
has been made up by the profit on the rail- 
way. Now the railway companies see them- 
selves fettered by having to publish their 
ratea, They cannot lower the rates ou 
: domestic merchandise, and if they treated 
| through goods to or from the Orient on the 
same lines the la:ter would be diverted to 
the Suez route. Hence their declaration to 
dispose of their ships. Should the Stars 
und Stripes disappear from the Pacific 
America’s loss will be Japan's gaio. Ocher 
foreign inercantile marines will also benefit, 
but Japan will doubtless reap the richest 
harvest. Of couree the foreign vessels will 
have to suffer greatly in respect to the rail- 
way transport in America, so the issue is not 
uite so clear as it appears at first sight. 
The view bas been suggested that the whole 
inatter, ns regards the continuance of the 
Pacific steamship services and the raising 
of freight rates affecting the Atlantic trade 
(which was reporte! about the same time), 
ig a purely domestic question ia which the 
issues raised are solely between the com- 
panies conceraed and the Government and 
which is not io the least likely to affect 
Awerica’s trade with the Orient. That secms 
a secosilile view of the situation, and sharing 
that opinion we expreas the belief that some 
wneans will bs found to avert the cessation 
of the American Pacific merchant service. 
The order of the Commission may ba with- 
drawn or modified. Subsidies may be 
grauted. In any event we do not thiok 
Atericans are likely to stand idly by and seo 
their commerce carried on foreign ships. 


THE BALKAN CRISsIs. 
aE a RSS 
(Daily Press, October 8th.) 

Events in Eastern Europe have moved with 
startling rapidityduring the past few months. 
Whilé the rest of Europe bas been at peace 
that little corner of the Continent has been 
reeking withblood. Tribal wars, racial con- 
flicts, and religious strife seemed to absorb 
the energies of the various ethnological 
elements tu be found there, and acbronic 
state of unrest prevailed, for which it was 
thought that the ‘ unspeakabl+ Turk ” was 
somehow to blame, Turkay having entered 
ona regime of reform, tue European po-vers 
were willing that nothing should be allowed 
to interfere with her working out her own 
salvatioo, Within the past few days a new 
situation bas arisen which demands their 
action. Had it occurred a few years earlier, 
it might bave brought about a uropean 
war, bat, though such a dire contangency is 
not at all likely, the existiog state of affairs 
cannot be viewed with unconcern. 

Balgaria is the scene of the present 
trouble. This principality, created by the 
Berlin Treaty of 1878, was constituted an 
autonomous aod tributary S:ate under the 
suzeraiuty of the Sultan of Turkey. Now it 
has seized the occasion of a quarrel with 
Turkey over the control of the Oriental 
Railway asa fitting opportanity to declare 
its indepeudence, following this up by pro- 
claiming Prioce Feepinanp Tsar of Bul- 
garia. Unfortunately this piece of national 
hervics is not a matter which merely con- 
cerns the suzersia and the subject States. 
The Pewers who were signator.es to the 
Berlin Treaty were auxious to bring peace 
to the troubled land over which the Turk 
held sway, and having made what seemed an 
excellent arrangemeut to secure the ead in 
view, they must also act in the interests of 
Turkey when the occasion demands. The

cldims of the Bulgarians may be quite 
legitimate. They may represent a laudable 
seqtiment of patriotism. But the — 
fod the Fowers is not whether Bulgaria 
nafienal aspirations should be granted or 
shguld not, bi whe ther the integrity of the 
Otfoman Empire is to be preserved, 
urmerly little sym athy would have been 
expressed in Europe foe Turkey, bat opin- 
iog regarding that country has undergone 
a thange since the peaceful revolution of 
two months ago.

On_ the 
otHer hand Turkey is not apparently 
eady for war. Qur telegram states that 
shq will merely protest, while Reuter adds 
th4t Germany hag advised her not to resort 
to force. At any rate war between the two 
States does not seem imminent. 
n the interests of Europe, in the interests 
uf | peace, is it politic to allow the advent af 
aupther small nation? Turkish suzereinty 
may be irksome. So might be that of 
Kussia or Austria. Poland, a much larger 
codutry, could not stand alone. Neither 
cogld tue other small countries of Roumania, 
Sefvia, and Montenegro were their inde- 
pefidence not assured by the Powers of 
surope. Norway, which recently entered 
on| a separate existence, has her eed, 
gupranteed by other nations.

Still more 
so{do Austro-H ungary and Germany, two 
illpatrations ofa survival of the feadal sys- 
tem. Russia has prown bya similar process 
ofjamalgamation. Italy only stepped into 
the frout rank of European powers when the 
various kingdoms and Pa in the 
ehinsula were merged. Neither did Spain 
bef me a power until several kiugdoms 
were united uader the sway of her sovereign. 
It| has Leen declared that the day of small 
nativos is passed. Lf evolation tells us 
anything, it is that progress and develop- 
mgut Lave only beeu puasible by co-operatiun, 
th uoion of men, aad the interence is plain 
eapugh that the future lies with the greater 
amalgamations. The smaller nations will 
difappear. The larger nations will become 
latger. Ther efore, it seems unfortunate that 
atother small nation should appear to add 
tothe embroglio already existing in the Near 
Kdst. It only postpones the final settlement 
oflthe issue when these petty kingdoms and 
prucipalities will be absorbed by one dr 
other of the Powers which surround Pan 
Agatria sevking to annex Bosnia points the 
wdy others will follow.

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MORPHIA SMUGGLING 
INTO CHINA.

(Datly Press, Ootober 9th.) 

The smuggliog of morphia which takes 
place in China has assumed alarming 
proportions. Morphia is used among th 
Chinese not only for hypodermic in- 
jection, but also in the form of tabloids 
for the cure of opium smoking. The remedy 
however, is constautly being proved to be 
wurse than the disease. “Even in remote 
country villages morphia tabloids and hy- 
podermic syringes are frequently seen,” and 
Dr. ApsLanp of Peking, who has wrilten to 
one of the Tientsin papers a warning against. 
the use of the so-called “ anti-opium pills,” 
remarks that would not like to guess 
how many tons of morphia tabloids are being 
imported into China now, but he is prepared 
to believe that the import is appalling. If, 
however, we consult the Customs returns for 
information on the subject, we find the total 
amount of morphia which passed through 
the Customs in 1907 was not more than 96 
ounces. Probably nu man can inake even 
an approximate guesa at the imp rt, Dr. 
APSLAND mentions “ tous,” and there can- 
not be the slightest doubt about the fact 
chat the import is really, us he describes it, 


- “appalling ”. 


The first record of the importation of the 


-drog iuto China was in 1892 when the 


import was returned as 15,7G1 ounces. By 
1899 it had risen to 154,705 ounces, and, if 
we set out the figures for the subsequent 
seven years, the sugyestion thit the drug is 
being smuggled into China on a very 
extensive scale will bs at once apparent. 
Here are the Custums returns:

Smuggling can be the only explavation 
of the practical disappearance of the drug 
from the Customs returns after 1903. 
Up to April 1902 the duty levied on 
the import was at the rate of 5 per cent. 
ad valorem, representing a tax of about Tls. 
0.08 per ounce. The Chinese Government, 
having had its attention drawn to the grow- 
ing use of morphia among the people and the 
necessity of checking the evil, placed a pro- 
hibitory tax on the drug, which worked out 
at something like Tls 3 per vunce. Since, 
that tax was announced the import, eo far as 
it comes under the cognisauce of theCustoms, 
has practically ceased, as the table above 
clearly shows. Yet there never was a 
time when the use of the drug among the 
Chinese was so extensive as it is to-day. 
There undoubtedly prevails among the 
Chinese, here in Hougkong as apparently in 


' all parts of the Empire of China, a sublime 


faith in the efficacy of the ‘“anti-opium 
il” as a cure for the opium-smoking habit, 
ut Dr. Apsuanob, in the letter we have 
referred to, emphatically declares that he 
has not found one of these tabloids that 


’ contained “any antidotal drug, any stimu- 


lant or tonic ingredients, but simply mor- 

hia: made into a tabloid with ordinary 

ousehodld flour.” So that, as Dr. Apstawp 
expressively pute it, ‘‘ the sale is not accom- 
panied with any honest intention of reliev- 
ing the suffering, but, finding that there is 
a big market for morphia under the name 
of anti-opium tabloids and powders, foreign 
trading companies, who do no trade in arms 
and ammunition, follow this lucrative one

ations, we believe, have prohibited the 
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export of morphia to China, and if the fact 

were not so patent that the consumption of 

morpbia in China io the guise of “ anti- 

op:um ” tabloids and powders is increasing 
at a prodigious rate, the fact that the drug 
[has practically disappeared from the 
; Customs import returus would doubtless be 
| counted unto the exporting nation for right- 
eousness. Japan, it seems, is not a nong 
{the nations which have interdicted the 
export of morpbia to China, and it has been 
urged—unofficially at least, and so far with- 
out result—that it is desirable that Japan 
should come into line with the other nations 
in this respect. Two saggestions are implied 
in this demand, one being that Japan is a 
large exporter of morphia to China, und tue 
other must be that practically all she sends 
to China is smuggled. For in 1906 when the 
total net import into China, according to the 
Customs returns, was 419 ouncos not @ 
single ounce is shown in those returns as 
having beea imported from Japan. With 
the exception of six ounces from tle United 
States and two from Germany the whole came 
from Hongkong and Great Britain. Last 
year, however, out of the total of 96 ounces 
Japan is represented by 58 ounces, Hongkong 
hy 9, Great Britain by 28 and the Uuitej 
States by one. So far as the import of the 
this drug is concerned, it is clear that the 
ouly value the Customs returns possess lies 
in the indirect evidence they give of the 
enormous extent to which the smuggling of 
morphia is being carried on. If “ anti- 
opium pills" were really beneficial the only 
thing the Chinese Government would have 
occasion to regret would be the loss of 
revenue by the evasion of the import duty, 
but as these tabloids are declared to be do- 
ing more harm than opium has ever 
approached the doing, it is surprising that 
the Chinese Goverument bave not taken 
effective measures to prevent the smuggling 
as well as to restrict the sale of this danger- 
ous remedy.

Apart from the 
criticisms passed on certain features of His 
EXcELLENcY'’s sjeech, when introducing the 
Budget—to cne or two of which we shall 
preseutly refer—the most noteworthy 
feature of the “case agin the Goveromeut,” 
as it was outlioed by the Mon. Mr. Mcrear 
SrewArtT, consisted in the expression of a 


i in the possibility of effecting small

economies in all Departments of the Govern- 
ment, aod secoudly in aa cxpression of 
disappointment that the expenses of the 
Sanitary Department bad not been more 
substintially reduced. Tue re suction in the 
Sanitary Department amouats roughly to 
only $37,000, but, had exchange remained 
at last year's rata the reduction, the 
Governor said, would have been larger by 
$12,000. Still it must be said that from tue 
re-organisation uf the Sanitary Department, 
involving the transfer of part of the 
staff to the Public Works Department 
combined with the change of policy 
with regard to plague measures, in- 
duced by the publication of the Indian 
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PlagugCommission’s Report, the pablic, not 
unreasonably, had anticipatei a larger sav. 
ing in {his costly department. In Committee 
on the details of the Supply Bill, however, 
the Unpfficial Members were unable to prove 
any extravagance, and we can well believe 
that the Estimates of the Sanitary Depart- 
ment have this year beea subjected to the 
closest scrutiny from a manifest desire to 
show {be reorganisel Department io the © 
most favourable light. Though the saving 
shown]in the Estimates for 1909, when con- © 
trastel with the revised Estimat-s for 
1908, may not come up to general expecta- 
tion, ye may point out the very agreeable 
fact that the total expenditure of the 
Sanitdry Department is now nearly $100,000 
less tian it was five years ago, and no one 
-will Meature to suggest that this saving has 
been jaccompanied by any sacrifice of 
efficiency, 

When we come to consider the othor 
suggedtion that small economies—the many 
micklds that make a muckle, as our Scotch 
friends say—might be effected, we can do 
00 mare than re-echo the words of the Hon, 
Mr. Stewart that “ when one gla nces over 
the pages of those estimates and sees the 
long jists of minor appointments, the fre- 
quently recurring items of charges for 
allowaages, extras, incidental expenses and 
what jndt, it is difficult to repress a doubt 
as to|whether the administration could not 
be run,on more economical lines.” We 
must Blgo be prepared to admit that a close 
scrutiny of these detaila might give a 
differgnd result. It had not previously 
occurted to us, from the information we hava 
casually gleaned, that the Government coald 
be adcused of undue generosity in the 
matter of allowances and incidental ox- 
penses. A case in point which’ recently 
came| under our notice ruther suggeste the 
comujent that if there are cases ia the list 
to which reference was made by Mr. 
Stewart io which economies may be 
effected, there are certainly others ia 
which allowances might be made with 
advagtage t» the public service, 

Thp “ bleeding of shipping ’’ to which the 
Hon.|/Mr. Gresson made reterence is a gub- 
ject which bas recently been fully discussed, 
but jt will be noted with regret that His 
Excguvency did not see ais way to give 
au askutance that thiee quarters of a million 
dollaty will be the maximuin amount to be 
contributed by a special assessment on Light 
Dues} The Government may certaialy 
cuung on a strong protest from the shipping 
interests if the amount exceeds that sum. 

Thp observations of His ExceuLencr the 
GovgeNok ao fortnight ago with regard to 
the Military Contribution naturally came 
,in fod some attention from the Unofficial 
{ Mempers, and both the Hon. Mr. Stewart 

and the Hon. Mr. Stang, intimated that if, 
“in the narrowness of the financial straits 
through which the Colony is passing,” the 
estimbtes are wrecked by the Home Govern- 
meotiinaisting upon pushing the claims ofthe 
extreme section of the aati-opium agitators, 
the Golony would look for compensation in 
the form of a remission of part of this 
contrfbution. His Exogiurncy did not 
ventdre on this point to do more than 
exprdss the opinion that the military 
contmbation is not ejusdem generis with the 
opium question. That is merely a tactful 
evasipn of the question which is really this: 
that,| if the Home Government is going to 
wreck the Colony’s finances, the Colony has 
a clgim on the Imperial Government for 
compensation in some furs or other, aad 
a reduction in the Colony’s contribatioa 
to the Imperial exchequer suggests itself 
as the readlinat mesos of makiog this com- 
pensdtion. We cannot pass {rom thig subject 


thy 
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_ military contribution. 
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however without a reference to the Hon. 
Mr, Srewarr’s remark that the garrison 
is not here for strategical and imperial 
purposes, the troops being scarcely more 
than sufficient to ensure order and security 
within the limits of the Colony. “ That a 
small of this force may be requisitioned 
to quell a riot in an outport,” Mr. Stewart 
says, “is & minor consideration of its uses 
which cannot be classed as strategical.” 
We wonder what authority Mr. Stewart 
hag for suggesting that aly a small part 
of this force is available for quellin 
riots in the outports? Would the Genera 
refuse a request from the British Minister 
for the dispatch of a couple of 
thousand troops, say to Shanghai, on the 
plea that he has only sufficient “ to ensure 
order and security” in the Colony of 
Hongkong? We fancy not, and doubt if the 
War Office would confirm the statement that 
the troops are here for purely local 
purposes. No one questions the principle 
of a contribution from the Colonial 


‘revenue towards the maintenance of the 


garrison ; what is questioned is the excessive 
amount the Colony is required to pay 
and the basis on which it ig levied. 
There is a suggestion in the Hon, Mr. 
SrEwart’s speech that the presence of the 
garrison confers great benefits upon the 
Colony, and the context indicates that 
pecuniary benefita are meant, as a reference 
is made to His Exce.iency’s statement 
that from one-half to two-thirds of the funds 
devote! to the garrison come out of the 
pocket of the British taxpayer. We do not 
think many will share the opinion that this 
necessarily confers great pecuniary benefits 
on the Colony. e are mcre disposed to 
think thatthe expenditure of ths troops with- 
in the Colony falls far short of the Colony’s 
The expenditure on 
urdinance, on transport, equipment, ani- 
form and the greater part of the supplies ia 
expenditure out of the Colony, and even 
the bulk of the soldier’s pay is probably 
remitted to England. That being so, it is 
doubtful whether the Colony obtains any 
benefit whatever from the pecuniary point of 
view. When we are considering the ques- 
tion as to whether the Colony's contribution 
ig excessive or not it is important that we 
should not be unwittingly misled into 
thinking that great pecuniary benefits are 
conferred upoh us by the fact that from 
one-half to two-thirus of the cost of 
maintaining the garrison comes out of 
the pocket of the British taxpayer. 
Though these observations have been 
inspi by a couple of sentences in the 
Hon. . Mupray Srewart’s speech, we 
take this opportunity of expressing the 
admiration which we share with the public 
generally for the independence, courage, 
and ability he has shown on the Council, 


and regret that this speech represents 
Mr. Srewarr's pang shot. Mr., 
Hewett, whose place Mr. Stewart 


has been filling as the Member represent- 
ing the Chamber of Commerce on the 
Legislative Council, will have  return- 
ed to the Colony before the next 
meeting of the Council, and Mr. Srgwart 
therefore gives up the seat, We feel sure 
that Mr. Srewarr is only out until the next 
vacancy on the Council occurs. There is 
no need for us to comment on bis ability 
and keenness as a critic, nor upon tle 
exceptional merit of the many atrikin 

speeches he has made in the Council. 
The public generally recognise in Mr. 
Stewart a capable champion of the 
interests of the taxpayers and would be 
gratified to see him again occupying a seat 
in the Council at the earliest opportunity.

THE CHINESE ‘‘CHEUNG YEUNG’ HOLIDAY. 


Ages ago, we are told in Mr. Dyer Ball's 
“Thiogs Chinese,” a Chinese received a warn- 
ing that a dreadfnl catastrophe would happen 
to him and his family. To avert it he escaped 
to the heights ; and in commemoration of this 
event, on the ninth day of the ninth moon, 
many Chinese take a holiday or an excursion of 
a few hours to some neighbouring hill or moun- 
tain. Thies half feast, half holiday, as Mr. 
Ball remarks, brings itself more prominently 
into the notice of the foreign resident in 
Hongkong than is the case with some of the 
other semi-religious observances of the Chinese. 
The ninth day of the ninth moon fell on 
Saturday last, and, being a fine day, many 
Droasadds of Chinxse ascended to the 
flagstaff on the summit of Viotoria Poak. 
As usual on this holiday, the Peak Tram. 
way Co. ran a ten-mina'e service until 
dark, the cars both up and down being 
crowded every time. Bat the Peak Tram- 
way Co. in s single day could not have 
carried in ita oars a fifth of the multitade who 
made the asoent. There was 6 constant stream 
of people moving up and down the Peak road. 
There was a little kite-flying, as the ninth day 
of the ninth moon appears in the Chinese 
calendar as “ Saye bon day.” Whatever 
significance the festival had when it was 
introduced to the calendar—it probably had a 
religious significance—the day is now observed 
simply as aholiday. We doubt if one per cent 
of the people who went up to the top of the 
Peak know the reason for the festival, except 
that it is “ olo custom.”

REVIEW OF CANTON TROOPS. 

H. B.Chang Wai Chi, Commander-in-Chief, 
reviewed the Canton Reform'd Army on the 
3rd instant. Before inspeoling the troops His 
Excellency made a long speech from the plat. 
form. He remarked that toa be good soldier, ons 
must be able to endure hunger, cold, heat, march 
a long distance, and countless other hardabips. 
The object of having armies was for the 
protection of the country, and in protecting the 
the country they were protecting their own 
families. Although China was at present very 
weak, still she had the largest population in the 
world and, if they trained their men and had a 
conscription army, {hey could put in the field 
two men for every one get against them by any 
country in the world, and win the batile, 

After the inspection of the troops he ocon- 
gratulated the offle:rs and soldiers and said 
that the discipline and training of the Army 
was far superior to that of the Fokien 
Army whom he had reosntly inspected before 
coming to Canton. He regretted that they were 
learning too many things and could not do 
just ioe to all, aod said he would give instruotions 
to the Military Authorities to curtail the sub- 
eo's. 

; The General censured a high milit ry official 
surnamed Koong during the inspection. The 
official gave vague answers to the simplest 
questions and bungled things generglly. The 
General questioned the Chief Milit Doctor, 
regarding the high mortality amongst the 
soldiers, Even the present siok list be con- 
sidered very high side told the Dootor to give 
more attention to the sick soldiers and devise 
means to bring abont healthier conditions, The 
Doctor replied that he would endeavour to do 
his best in future, even gratuitously as it was 
for the public good.: The General told the 
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Doctor that he was not giving his services 
gratis; he was to perform, and 
should do, his duty thoroughly. The 
General has left for Kwangsi to inspect the 
troops in that province, 

THE MISSING BUTTON. 

The aor tag Meech ey in each province 
were recently instructed to send for inspection 
by the Empress Dowager specimens of the 
uniforms in use. Her Majesty noticed the caps 
had no button on them. She made a mark on 
the vacant spot with  vermillion pen indicating 
that the batton mast be maintsined to 
distinguish the Celestial Army from foreign 
armies. (The Chinese officers and soldiers 
consider it ridiculous to wear a bafton on a 
foreign cap, consequently they only screw the 
button on when they are on duty).

ARMED ROBBERY. 

Last Wednesday about teu o'clock at night the 
pawnshop known as ‘Harg Vo At” in the 
Rua do Mastro waa vieifed by about ten armed 
robbers. Some enternd by the door while others 
got in through a skylight on the roof. Thes 
covered the inmates with their rev lvera, tied 
them up and then ransacked the placo for jewel- 
lery. They succeeded in getting away with 
property worth between $9,000 and $1,000. A 
week hag passed and none of the thieves have 
been arrested nor has avy of the property bees 
reoovered. I bave many times said that the 
fuilure of the public lighting and the inefficient 
police patrol of the city constitute encourage 
ment to thieves. When may we expect to ses 
some refornis instituted ? 


A number of native houses collapsed at 
Hongkew, Shanghai, on the 4th inst. and as 
a result four Chinege—one woman and three 
children—were killed, while four other persons, 
wore injared. The disaster happened at about 
11.30 am. in an alleyway off the Yuenchang 
Boad and Market Street, and altogether ton 
houses collapsed—four on the Yuen-chang 
Boad and six in Market Street. The Yuen, 
chang Road houses were fortunately unocoupied 
bat thore on the Market Street were fully 
inhabited and none of the oocupints escaped 
injury.

THE ESTIMATES. 

The CoLonrat Seceetany—Sir, I beg to 
move the second reading of the Bill entitled an 
Ordinance to apply a sum not exceeding Five 
million five hundred and seventy thousand four 
hundred and twenty-seven Dollars to the Pablic 
Service of the year 1909. 

The COLONIAL TREASURER seconded. 

Hon Mr, Stewart—The daty has devolved 
upon me of stating in outline the views of the 
unofficial members on the provisions of this 
Bill, and of making a few brief comments upon 
the lucid and interesting statement with which 
it was introduced. This time last year the 
representative of the Chamber of Commerce 
opened his speech on the Estimates by congratu- 
‘lating Your Exoellency on the satisfactury 
financial condition of the Colony, Exohange 
was then high and believed in. The long 
period of commeroial depression was already 
thought to be passing away. Land sales were 
estimated to bring in 3 lacs, The burden of 
construction had hardly 
begun to make itself felt. Optimistic forecasts 
were tho order of the day.- We all know what 
happened. We know that a world-wide depres- 
sion had yet to come. We remember that it fell 
upon us almost immediately, and that exchange 
also promptly began to fall. ‘he results are 
to be found in the figures of the Financial 
Statement to whioh, a fortnight ago, Your 
Exoellency invited our attention, preliminary to 
dealing with the estimates for next y-ar. The 

ares of the revised estimates for 1908 om. 

asise the unwisdom of overdrawing upon the 
imaginary resources of a problematical period 
of prosperity, anticipated mainly for the reason 
that it isso much to be desired. The net result 
of such drawings in the pene instance is, 
in the words of Your Excellency, “that s 
debit balance of $581,000. is anticipated to 
accrue from the working of the current year.” 
Under the circumstance that the balance of 
our asgete is thus expected to decline from over 
a million and a half dollars, at the end of last 
year, toa little over $950,000 at the end of 
this year, it is unfortunately impossible on 
the present occassion to congratulate Your 
Excellency on the finanoial condition of the 
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Colony. That the financial condition of the 
Colony is unsatisfactory is clearly demon- 
strated, not only by the revised estimates for 
1908, but also by the leading feature of 
the estimates for the coming year. Tho 
leading feature of these estimates is obvious- 
ly the inclusion in the goneral revenue of 
over $100,000 received from the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund. By this means a large 
deficit has been provided against, which 
would otherwise have led Your Excellency 
to propose an increase in taxation for the 
full amount. That there was some such design 
Wwe suspected. That the Colony was in reduced 
ciroamstances we knew, But that there was 
such dire need for the succour thus provid- 
ed sume of ug, perhaps, did not altogether 
reslise ; nor could it easily have been imagined 
from the disintereated attitude adop by 
the Government in those somewhat breesy 
debates which resulted in this windfall. 4 his 
method of dealing with the proceeds of 
the fund which, as Your Excellency ¢dmit- 
ted, “should theoretically be invested in 
some remanerative work which would benofit 
the Colony, and at the same time produce a sum 
equivalent to meet the new charge upon the 
revenues,” naturally occupied the chief place 
in your elucidation of the estimates, It is 
equally natural that it should have principally 
occupied the minds of the anoftisial mem bers 
when we met to consider the Govern- 
ment’s proposals, The resu‘t of our delibera- 
tions is that although we regard the disposal 
of the Fand ag a departure from the principles 
of sound finance, we do not see our way to 
oppose it, in view of Your Exoollenoy's pro- 
nouncement that it is the Government's only 
alternative to increased taxation. We are 
certainly not prepared to advocate that. We 
believe that to raise the rates on property at the 
present time would be little short of disastrous. 
Moreover, we feel that the argument derived 
by Your Excellency from the fact that the 
taxpayers of the day are being called upon to 
shoulder a disproportionately heavy burden of 
the cost of railway construction is strong 
enough to clear us from the charge of 
indifference to the claims of posterity. 
Those who will come after us will profit at our 
expense inasmuch ag that the interest on the 
railway loan is being paid ont of ourreat revenue 
instead of being debited to capital account as 
might properly be done, In fact, in this case, 
in defiance of the proverb, it is possible to 
argue that two wrongs make a right, The 
realisation that in spite of this windfall 
it has only just been possible to make 
both ends mset is sufficient cause for 
satisfaction that negotiations with the Home 
Government have not, so far, made it necessary 
to provide for any redaction in the revenue 
from opium. The narrowness of the financial 
straits through which the Colony is passing 
will inevitably wreck these estimates, should the 
Home Government insist upon pushing the 
claims of the extreme section of the anti-opiam 
agitators. The unofficial members discussed 
the possibility of this in connection with the 
subject of the military oontribution. In 
speaking upon this fruitful topic of ocon- 
troversy Your Excellency evidently anticipated 
ao attack upon the priaciPle underlying the 
impost, and you referred to some strong remarks 
made last year on the subject by the honourable 
member whose place on this Council I tem. 
porarily occupy. The quotation from these 
remarks which Your Excellency made might 
perhaps, isolated from its oontext, convey 
a wrong impression of his attitude and it 
is only fair to point out that he also 
said this, “I for one think and have always 
maintained that it is correct that the 
Colony should contribute something towards 
the Imperial Troops, bat for small 
Colony the sum of $1,200,000 is e¥cessive.” 
ing for the unofficial members of the 
day I have to say that we are of one mind 
regarding the principle of the contribution 
and in full acoord with the views of Your Ex- 
cellency as regards the advantage to the Colony 
of the presence of the Garrison. I for 
one have never been able to appreciate the 
force of the objection raised against the 
contribation on the ground that the Garrison 
ig retained here mainly for strategical and Im 
perial purposes. Imperial strategy in these 
parts is obviously a naval matter and its deposi- 


might the namber of Inspectors om loyed to 


tiong can hardly depend upon a small body of 
troops which is scatoely sire then safficient to 
ensure order and gecurity within the limits of 
the Polony.

Of course the railway 
will never boa anything but an expensive toy 
until through commanication is made to Canton 
and beyond. -But even though it may only be 
as a railway to nowhere we welcome the prospect 
that the line to the frontier will be com. 
leted and opened for local traffic by March 1910. 
8 prospect opens up the question of roads in 
the New Territory, for which wo are glad to see 
some provision has been made. It is uanecessary 


. to dwell on the stimulating influence of improved 


macans of communication, apart from sie the 

am 
sorry that it has not been decided to build the 
more important roads, as for instance, that from 
Castle Peak to Ping Shan, wide enough to 
admit of wheeled traffic. I think that this 
decision requires reconsideration, The plan of 
making a narrow road with the intention of 
some day returning to widen it does not 
recommend itself either for efficiency or 
economy. In the long run it will prove more 
expensive and in the meantime communication 
between the villages will still be subject to 
pedestrian conditions, which do not make for 
rapid progress. It has been pointed out 
to me that the roads ought to be built 
strictly as feeders and that they should be 
commenced and pushed out from suitable 
laces along the line of the track. I 
imagine that the importance of this has not 


escaped Your Erxcellency’s advisere. That the 


New Territories should yield in all a Revenue 
of upwards of $200,000, exclusive of Land 
Sales, is perhaps the brightest spot in 
the whole Budget, and it was only fitting 
that Your Excellency should single out for 
special mention the notable part played by 
Mr. Clementi in the initial stages of the 
settlement of those Territories and the admir- 
able work of development which is being 
carried on by his successors. As one who has 
taken a keen interest in it for years, I found 
satisfaction in Your Excellency’s appreciative 
referenca to the work, the value of which I 
may say, has never been hidden from the present 
snofiicial members, nor I fancy from that section 
of the public which takes an interest in local 
affairs. -As ref&ards the roads on the Island I 
have a word to say on my own account. When 
I returned to this Colony at thejend of last year, 
after an absence of nine montha, the strongest 
impression of change which I received was the 
change for the worse which had overtaken the 
surface of the roads. In partioular I refer to 
such roads as that leading up from Happy 
Valley to Wong-nei-cheong Gap, and that 
down from there to Aberdeen ; also to Black's 
Link and even the Bowen Road; and last, 
but not least, the Jubilee Road, bat I do 
not by any means confine my oriticisms to 
these. I imagined that the fallen state 
they were in must be due to lees money having 
been appropriated towards their upkeep than in 
former years, owing to our extreme impecani- 
osity. [ was surprised therefore to notice 
that the vote for this year is the same as last, 
and Iam unable tp accouot for it except upon 
the theory that the money so voted was not 
properly spent. Quite recently the first road 
referred to has been repaired, and also Black's 
Link, but on the Jubilee Road the grass still 
grows, in many places a foot high, and in others 
the surface has become a series of small ravines 
created by the rains. The roads of this Colony 
used to be one of our chief sources of pride, and 
they ought to be so at this day, if thorough 
supervision were exercised over the spending 
of the money devoted to their upkeep. 
Another matter of widespread public comment 
is the extent to which the ordinance relating to 
receipt stamps is neglected in small business 
transactions. A strict enforcement of the ex- 
isting law would, in the opinion of many of our 
leading Chinese residents, bring in a really large 
revenue; indeed I have heard the comforting 
opinion expressed by more than one sich, that 
between retrenchment and receipt stamps there 
ought to be enough to banish the prospect of 
having to meet a deficit.noxt year, when there 
“will be no Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund to fall 
back upon. However that may be, thera is no 
doubt that a good deal can be done, and 
the unofficial members have noted with 
satisfaction that Your Excellency is aware 
of. the position, and has already taken 
steps towards availing of its advantages. 


On the subject of the J ere the opinion of 
the unofficial members is divided as regards the 
necessity for a third jadge, but there is no 
division of opinion as regards the view that the 
atate of the Bolony’s finance does not allow of 
the creation of suoh an appointment at the 
present time. Under these circumstances we 
agree in viewing with favour the now arrange- 
ment announced by Your Excellency. I have 
to add on behalf of the Chamber of Com- 
merce that the “arrangement highly re- 
commends itself to the Committee. These 
are all the points upon which I have 
to comment at this ange of the Bill. 
It only remains to refer to Your Excellenoy’s 
interpretation of the signs of the times. 
The reiterated belief that these all point 
towards a period of prosperity ran throagh 
your speech like a refrain. It is quite possible 
to share this belief as regards the general trend 
of events in the wider worid, and even as 
regards the China trade, and yet at the same 
time to doubt whether this Colony is destined 
to benefit thereby to the extent that Your 
Excellency anticipst. Your kxoellency re- 
ferred with evident satisfaction to certain 
official.reports and statistics which seemed to 
show that Canton had been prospering during 
the period in which we in ongkong 
heard nothing bat talk of  Janguishin 
markets. Some of us had already not 
the fact as ominous. If Manohester or 
Hamborg were to flourish, while Liver- 
pool or Bremen respectively dwindled, would 
the inbabitants of the latter ports have 
reason to reflect with satisfaction on the cir- 
cumstance? Without laying themselves cpen 
to the charge of undue pessimism they might 
judge that trade was going past them, that 
business was being done direct. Our circam- 
stances are pot exactly parallel, bat there is 
enough similarity to make one ponder. Some 
observers think that Hongkong is in danger of 
losing its important position as a mart. This 
ig an ugly foreboding. But its ugliness does 
not justify any one in simply turning away. 
The blindness of hope is proverbial], but optimism, 
in finance at least, should keep open ss 
Optimism may, sometimes, father the fact 
of prosperity. Bat, at least, through excess, 
it as shies begets adversity. Here in Hong- 
kong, if anywhere, the truth of that has 
been demonstrated, time and time agaio. 
Some of us, who realise how much this Colony 
has suffered from the results of optimism carried 
to excess, view this badget with concern, 
having regard to the extent to which the 
future is relied upon to ameliorate present 
conditions. We shoald have liked to see 
more evidence than it displays of a growing 
disposition to set the Colony's financial house ia 
order, lest the loog L2H artis riod of renewed 
prosperity should still lag. In saying these 
things, I am not actuated by any desire wantonly 
to tear in pieces the good hope upon which was 
mainly based Your Krcellency's defence of this 
makeshift budget, but because I have felt bound 
to point out that there is another side to the pic- 
ture. And now haviog said so mach in dischar 
of the unpleasant duty of oritic, I have to add 
an expression of my most earnest desire that 
these aud all sagh forebodings muy be utterly 
falsified, and that, instead, Your Prcsllency’s 
brighter forecast may be justified and even 
triumphantly vindica'ed by the only logio that 
can ultimately be relied apoo to make the position 
clear—the infallible, Paneer Wee, ede of evenw. 
Hon. Mr. Gresson said :—The bonvurable 
Member who has jast resumed bis seat bas 
voiced the views of unofficial members of this 
Council on the Estimates for 1909. There are 
however one or (wo points on which I would 
like to say a few words. It seems to me, that 
when an increase of revenue is required the 
Govergment regard Shipping and the Harbour 
as the best soarce from which this can be 
derived. It has been pointed out time and 
again that Hongkong without its shipping 
would be a port of very minor importance, 
therefore it should be our policy to foster, 
and not to bleed shipping. e eatimeutes 
that we sre considering there are two items 
that have been increased about 66 per cent. I 
refer to the revenue to be deri from Boat 
Licenses and Medical Examination of Emi- 
te. On principle I strongly deprecate this 
ge increase, and I desire to criticise the 
method of ite imposition.

nts. Idon’t know a more public way of 
oing 8 thing, Sir, than of doing it in this 
Council where the whole of the roceedings are 
published in the Press, and I fail to see how the 
Government could possibly bring to the notioa 
of interested parties increases of taxation of 
this nature otherwise than through the official 
organ, or through the Legislature. 

The Dikgetor or Pustic Works—With 
your permission, Sir, I will just refer briefly to 
the points of oriticiam with regard to matters 
concerning public works. The first point 
mentioned, Bir, waa the question of the width of 
roads for the New Territory, which the hon. 
member opposite feared were going to be made 
too narrow for wheel traffic, It is designed Bir, 
to make the road from Castle Peak to Ping Shan 
of a width of six fest. That will admit of 
any ordinary vehicle traversing the road, 
and it will-be a simple matter to provide 
for the passing of vehicles by widening 
the road in places. in many parts of 
Engla:d, as I have sometimes ‘experienced, 
roads are of such a width that it is quite 
impossible for two vehicles to psss each other. 
and in some cases I have knownof yohicles having 
to go back for a considerable distance if they 
had’ the misfortune to meet at certain lengths 
of the road. With regard to the maintenance 
of roads cn the island, the roads to whioh the 
hon. member refers are not surfaced in any wa 
except with ordinary materials from the hillside, 
Therefore they are pecaliarly liable (osuffer from 
the effects of this very trying climate. Whether 
it is that the conditions in the matter of rainfall 
have been more favourable for the propagation of 
defects to which the hon. member referred, I am 
unable to say, but certainly from a waterworks 
point of view the rainfall has been exceptionally 

vourable during the past two seasons, Durip g 
the wet season it is almost impossible to keep 
these roads free from the growth of weeds and 
grase, but so long as they are reasonably main- 
tained I think that is all that is neceesary. 
Possibly the hon. member has wandered farther 
afield, or been more frequent ia his wanderings, 
since he returned to the Colony, and these 
defects have been more patent to him. The 
only other point raised was by the hon. member 
at the end of the table as regards the Kowloon 
waterworks, These works bave undergone 
very considerable enlargements since they were 
initiated, and the capacity of the reservoir haa 
been increased to an extent of some 100 million 
gallons, as it wes found that a very much larger 
catchment area conld be made available by the 
cor struction of a catchwater. It was considered 
much more economical! to raise the dam to the 
maximum height that it could be raised in the 
first instance, rather than to defer it to some 
future period: That, Sir, is the explanation of 
the great increase in this item. 

His ExckLLExcy—Gentlemen, Before I 
review briefly the remarks which have been 
made by the hon. member for the Chamber of 
Commerce, which represents the views of the 
unofficial members think the Connoil will 
agree with me when I say that the narrow 
escape which we Lave just witnessed of one of 
the members of this Council is a matter on 
which w6é may all congratulate ourselves most 
sincerely, The hon. member on my right 
referred first of all to the very large deficit 
which we shall have to deduct from our reserve 
at the end of this year, $581,009, as being due 
to the working of the past year, I explained 
very folly how that was made up, and I would 
merel ae you that some $200,000 of that 
was due to very exceptional nditure for 
the purchase of a dredger, and a vote for. the 
relief of people in South China. The other 
items may be considered to be ordinary expenses 
of the Colony. Passing from his general 
review on the finances of tle Colony, the 
general tone of which 1 have nothing 
whatever to conjplain cf, I would jast 
allude to the remarks which Le made on the 
question of the mi contribution. From 
83 phrase which fell from the hon. mem- 
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ber that I had not confided the difficulties to : 
which I alluded ia of the scheme which 
I said had been engaging my attention, it would 
seem as though fhove ‘had been in my mind 
some idea that I did not wish to take the 
Council into my confidence in the matter, At 
the time I wished to make it clear that I did not 
go into details of the somewhat complicated 
calculations because I had on that occasion 
much to say on other sabjects connected with 
the estimates, and time would not admit of 
my going into any very intimate details on any 
one particular subject; and moreover, my 
study of the subject is as yet imoomplete, as 1 
am obtaining further figures in order to see 
whether my suggestion is feasible or not, The 
hon. member too, spoke somewhat emphatically 
on one point. He ssid that unofficial members 
were unanimous in their feeling that if the 
action of the Imperial Government in the matter 
of opium should result in wrecking the estimates 
before us, that they would then feel that a 
very strong position had been created for an 
sppeal to the Imperial Government for some 
remission of the military contribution. I don’t 
think the military contribution is precisely ejus- 
dem generis with the opium question. Whether 
or not we may hope for any financial considera- 
tion from the perial Government if the 
finances of this Colony should prove to be 
overtaxed by the Imperial policy is another 
question, Isawa day or two ago in a local 
paper a telegram saying, I know not with what 
truth, that Japan had consented to join the 
other Powers in prohibiting the import of 
morphia into China provided Chios wonld 
agree to the Trade Marks Convention. The 
reply of China was that trademarks had nothing 
to do with morphia, and that position, I feel, is 
somewhat analagous to the question of the 
military contribation and opiam revenue, But 
undoubtedly the most serious point whioh has 
been brought forward this afternoon by both 
unofficial members who have spoken is the 
question of possible retrenchment. I can 
assure the Council that during the past 
year it has been most vividly before both 
myself and those who, with longer experi- 
ence, have advised me in these matters, 
that the financial position was one of very great 
diffloulty and that every smallest application for 
an increase, either in the matter of psymants or 
in the matter of other charges, shoald be moet 
carefully scrutinised, and unless it was proved 
to be absolutely eesential, it should not be 
allowed. Whether or not it msy be poasible to 
cut down minor charges in the varivus depart- 
ments will continue to receive my most earnest 
consideration during the coming year. The 
question of the Sanitary Department was 
brought forward as a casa in point, The 
savings on the Sanitary Department amount to 
a sum of $36,000 or $37,000 in the estimate 
before you. That isin spite of an increase due 
to fallin exchange of $12,000. In other charges 
which were specially referred to by the 
speaker there is a decrease ander twenty-twy 
heads, practically under every one. The speaker 
poin out that the reporis which have 
reached us of investigations by the Indian 
Plague Commission, had demonstrated that 
disinfection and other methods, upon which 
much money had hitherto been spent, were 
largely, if not entirely, futile, and he pressed 
upon the Government that they should not 
neglect the lessons which are to be learnt from 
these reporta. I think I may ask the hon. 
member to whose initistive it is that those 
reports have been of late so prominently 
broaght forward. I think at present that it is 
largely and chiefly due to the euergy of the new 
head of the Sanitary Department, Mr. Messer,— 
(hear, hear)—who has taken, to my know- 
ledge, an enormous amount of personal trouble in 
investigating various journals of dele 
Indian Plague Commiesion reports and all other 
documents available on the subject. In some 
cases he has made précis of them for distribu- 
tion, some of which, I hope, will be translated 
into Chinese, It is due very en to his 
perseverence and energy, that wo are all to-day 
somewhat of experts on plague And it isdue 
to him also, that so many of the votes in his 
department are decreased. I think the largest 
increase is the one for rat poisoning, and [ 
think hon. members will agree with me that 
it is one on which the test ble stress 
should be laid— (hear, )s may quote as 


one jastance of the rery carefal scrutiny given

Seer the fact that we have a limi 
amguaot to spend each year. Personally 
think this the better coarse: we propose to mak:

That 
appears to me a fact which caunot be 
gainsaid. Ido not think it oan fairly be 
said either that this budget is a budget of 
optimism because the estimates both of expen- 

’ diture and of revenue have been framed, 
as I said before, on a year of extreme depression. 
The hon. member on my left (Mr. Gresson) 
raised the question of the inorease shown by the 
Government on the gunpowder depot on Green 
Island and he said that the refusal of the licence 
which had been given for the last twenty-five 
years to the depot on One Tree Island was—I 
think the terms ha used were— 

Hon. Mr. Gresson—Laterference with pri- 
vate enterprise. & 

His Excettency—ventlemen, I think that 
the holders of that licence have little to complain 
of, For twenty-five years they have had practi- 
cally a monopoly. It was decided before I came 
‘here to build large and expensive CGovern- 
ment gunpowder depot within limits of the 

-harbour. It has been for many years past urged 
by the Military Authorities that explosives 
should be within the harbour limits, and acting 
partly on their advice I presume it was decided, 
apparently with the concurrence of the Council, 
that that depot should be established. Having 
built it, it stands to reason that we should use 
it. In inspecting it afew days agoI found it 

-almost empty, and on going through documents 

- relative to the issue of that licence I found it 
had been granted for short periods and renewed 
from {ime to time. There was no obliga- 
tion, either inferrad or direct that it should be in 
any way a permanent licence. The hon. mem- 
ber asked me whether I would give an assurance 
as to the maximum amount which should be 
raised by the increase of light dues for the ty- 
phoon refuge. I donot feel myself ina position 
to give any such assurance. The completion of 
that refuge will in all probability take placa 
some years after I have left this Colony. The 
taxpayer of the Colony is as much entitled to 
consideration as those who pay this special and 

- I think not onerous due, He referred also to 
the increase of fees for medical examination of 
immigrants. I dealt somewhat fully with that 
in my remarks on the estimates and [ explained 
that we had considered that it was the best way 
of raising a somewhat larger fee on immigration 
asa whole. Those best able to jadge were con- 
vinced that it would not in any way interfere 
with immigration; that the brokers, boarding 
house keepers, and so on, who are the people 

who make the largest profit out of the immi- 
grant, were well able to pay the somewhat in- 
creased fee and it was considered that the raising 
of the medical fea would best effect our object. 
I have now replied to every question which has 
been raised to the best of my ability. 

Hon. Mr. Suapg,—Sir, May I jost make one 
or two remarks to correct an impression which 
you seem to have that the unofficial 
members, through the hon. member ou my left 
(Mr, Stewart), felt that you willlingly wished to 
withhold certain matters from us in regard to the 
military contribution which you stated you had 
under consideration. That, Sir, was never the 
idea in the minds of the unofficial members. 
We realised that these proposals were under 
consideration and we are pleased to hear that 
this question of the unequal incidence of the 
military contribution this year had received 
your serious consideration and we hope that in 
foture when Your Excellency has been fully 
able to formulate your ideas that you will then 
inform us of them. One other point. The 
connection between the military contribution 
and the opiumquestion. Your Exosllency said 
you did not consider there was any connection 
between the two. It appears to me, Sir, that 
the military contribution is the only point on 
which we are directly connected with the 
Imperial Government and if there is any chance 
in the opiam question then we will be direotly 
connected with the Imperial Government. For 
thst reason we have said we hold ourselves free to 
seek relief by agitating for a remission of that 
contribution, and at present, we offer no criticism 
upon it. 

On the motion being put the Bill was read 
a second time.

REGULATION OF THEATRES ORDINANCE, 

The ATTOBNSY-GENERAL moved the second 
reading of the Bill entitled an Ordinance for 
regulating theatres, and other places of publio 
resort. In doing so he said—It is necessary 
for the public safety that some supervision 
should be made for regulatiog theatres and 
other places of public resort. From time to time 
the public has been shocked by some terrible 
catastrophe which has occurred jn cer ain parta 
of the world in a theatre or music hall as the 
result of fire or overcrowding. In the United 
Kingdom such places have to be licensed and 
are sabjact to rigid polica supervision. It has 
been found that no such powers exist here, and 
the Bill proposes to réquire that such places 
shall be licansed, and that the Governor-in- 
Council shall have power to make reguiations 
aod authorise the issue of licences by the police 
or other authority. The time during which 
such licences is granted will ba stated. This is 
necessary having regard to the different forms 
of public performances which in some c:ises 
may last a week or one night. In fatareit will 
be necessary, if the Bill is assented to, that a 
licenoa should in every case be granted. The 
licenses will be subject to the safegaards whioh 
are enumerated in clause 4 of the Bill, suoh as 
the materials of the building, the sealing ac- 
commodation, exits, overcrowding provisions 
against fire, and inspsction by the police clause 
3of the Bill vests power in the Governor-in-: 
Council to make regulations to meet all the 
necessary conditions which will be pre- 
cedent to the granting at a licence. Fees 
will ba prescribed in respect to each licence, 
and will have regard to the length of time for 
which the license is obtained. It has been said 
the term “‘slage play "is somewhat antiquated, 
and having regard to the scope which has been 
given (o the defiaition it may also seem a 
misnomer. It haa been taken from the Imperial 
Act, which is somewhat old. We have been 
obliged to enlarge the scope of its meaning. 
What is really required ig to inclade every 
stage entertainment, and every place where the 
public congregate. That being so, I thiak the 
definition cliuse is sufficiently general to 
include within its scope all public performances 
whioh take place in this Colony. The Govern 
ment is constitated the custodian of public 
safety aod the Government rely upon the 
co-operation of the public in securiag it. 

The COLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and 
the bill was reid a second time. 

The Council went into committee to crnaider 
the Bill, and on Coancil resumiog the Bill was 
read a third time. It was to come into opera- 
tion on 15'h December next.

Before Mr. J. H. Kemp, (sitting as coronor) 
and a jary, the enquiry into the cause of death 
of six Chines» who were killed in a collapse at 
36, Portland Street during the July typhoun, 
was continued, 

Mr, F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, 
appeared for the Crowo, and Mr. ll. J. Gedge 
(of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and Master- 
represented Mcasrs. Palmer and Turner, the 
architects concarned., 

Mr. H. W. Bird, recalled, said in answer tu his 
Worship, he could find no record as {o whether 
the contents of Mr. Tooker's letter of October 
23rd had been communicated to the owners, 
The buildings would bo inspected by a member 
of his firm at least once a week, perhaps twice. 
There were fourteen tenders for this work. the 
highest being $1U1,000. (Witness farnished 
the Court with the various tenders received.) 

You said you didn't supposs the mortar had 
been tested at all dariag the progress of the 
work, Is that usual or unusnal’y—It is not 
usual to test mortar. 

On your visit you would look at the mortar ” 
—Yes, 

Do you know if thess houses ara leasad by 
the owners ?—I don’t know. 

You admitted that ths bonding was nol 
perfect, the mortar was nct of firs class 
quality, and that there were cracks after the 
collapse of 1902.

You cannot suggest any reason for the

It depends on 
who writes the specifications. 

Might it be in connection with the found- 
ations?—No, the spscificalions were written 
before the foundations were started. 

Mr, Bowley—I might mantion that the 
foundations have been opened up, and found to 
be on hard sand. so the question of piles does 
not come in, - 

A juror asked witness how often building 
inspectors visited the housas in question in 

1902-1903, 

Mr. Bird said he did not know, He thought 
the houses would stand any typhoon with the 
addition of the tie rods which bad been put in. 

Mr. Enos Seth, secretary to Humphrey's 
Estate and Finance Co., deposed that the sifes on 
which the houses in qaestiun wero erected cost 
the Company $26,326, and the contract price for 
the 26 houses was $74,000, The total cost, in- 
cluding extras, was $82,751.30. The whole block 
was leased for seven yearsat $i42a month. The 
property returned between 44 and 5 per cent. on 
the capital outlay.

PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Fiexe Coods 
Report, dated Shanghai 2nd October, 1908, 
states :—During the interval little news has been 
received concerning the “lock-out” in Tan- 
cashire beyond that no proposals of peace have 
been entertained on either side. The situation 
in Bombay is much the same as regards stocks 
of English Goods here and ought to be affected 
to some extent. In the meantime offers to sell 
continue to arrive from Manchester but at such 
prices that importers here cannot lovk at them 
and latest advices say their imarket is strong 
and hardening. The export for the fortnight 
ending 25th September was eleven million yards. 
In Liverpool the prices of Cotton shows little 
change and rates for Mid-Orleans and Eyyptian 
sre respectively 5 32d. and 713d. From New 
York the mark-t is also reported firm and it is 
useleas to think of trying to do business on the 
basis of prices ruling here. The price of Cotton 
there is 8.64 cents and 8.66 cents for January 
and March option respectively and news of the 
new crop is expected to be received shortly. 
As regards business from first hands locally the 
market remaina quiet and stock is dificult to 
move as ever and what has been done continue 
on a retail basis, What forward business could 
have been done has been stopped by the en- 
hanced values on the home markets and those 
who have bought are awaiting events. What 
there has been however is a distinct movement 
in American Goods among native holders and 
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the transactions of last week and this amount 
to a fair quantity. The Northern marketa have 
again been the chief buyers and the best de- 
mand has come from Newchwang, the Tientsin 
merchants giving as their reasons for not doing 
so much, that the market there was lower. The 
following quotations have been given us for 
Sheetings :—Indian Head 4.85 Tls, Buck Head 
465 Tls, Whitney 4.37} Tls., Willeston 4.30 T's, 
and Lindale 3.90 Tls., while in Drills some 
P M.C. are aaid to have changed hands at 4.80 
Tis. Calearances have been well maintained 
and do not show any signs of falling off. In 
Fancies we have heard of a few small indents 
for special goods being entered for Spring arrival. 
The market for both Indian and Local spinnings 
have not been an active as last week but clear- 
ances have not fallen off and prices have been 
more than maintained. At the Yuenfong Auc- 
tion in the beginning of the week all the Grey 
Goods had a tendency to weakness and this was 
followed by White Shirtings but scarcely to the 
same extent. Turkey Reds taken all round show 
slight changes but Black Italians showed some 
strength the white Camlets were decidedly firm.
